REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to show or fairly teach a cryopump with a first stage panel and a cylindrical heat 
shield both cooled a the first stage of a cryogenic refrigerator with the heat shield having 
a cylindrical notch and an additional heat shield spaced from the notch to permit gas 
flow while preventing radiation losses. This is seen as more than design choice as it 
permits more gas to enter the cryopump while still restricting radiation losses.
